So  far  wo  ha Vo  boon  un 
country  the  Wellman  ancestors  came 
name  sounds  somewhat  German  to  the  writer  altho 
it  may  he  British.  It  seems  likely  that  the  im¬ 
mediate  ancestors  of  the  branch  herein  listed 
came  to  America  before  the  Revolutionary  W=n? 
and  that  some  of  them  took  part  in  it  for  %here 
was  a  Gideon  Wellman  (whose  father  was  probably 
Timothy),  Bar ius .Ebenezer ,  John,  Sam,  and  Tim¬ 
othy  Jr.  in  the  war, -(Refer  to  Vermont  Rev. Pa,, 
rolls  ( 177§-1781  ) .  As  Gideon  is  not  a  common 
name,  it  seems. likely  that  the  Gideon  of  Rush-* 
ville,  Ind.  was  named  after  the  Gideon  Wellman 
of  the  Revolution.  $

Aaron  Wellman  was  horn  in  Teantueky  (March  3, 
180*  -  7eb.  76,1868)  (Refer  -  U.S.  Census  18*0) 
About  1328  he  .mirrjUd  Princes  Lyons,  a^e  16, 
who  was  born  in  'Indiana  (July  ln,1812  -  Sept. 

23,  1877).  They  are  both  buried  at  Pleas^Tit  Rwm 
about  three  miles  west  of  New  Sale.**  as  well  as 
Elias  and  Hestep  ffcstoju  According  to  Wayne 
Wellman,  the  last  surviving  child,  neither 
Aaron  nor  His  wife  could  read  or  write  and  tnis 
is  confirmed  by  the  census  reports.  The  value 
of  ‘their  farm  land  was  *4,720  in  1S&0  and 
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$1^,800  in  i860.  Their  home  wa3  about  two 
and  one -half  miles  west  of  New  Salem  and 
almost  across  the  roan  from  the  old  t..t. 
Downey  place.  According  to  'Vayne ,  Aaron 
at  on 2  time  works!  in  the  coal  mines  in 
Penn,  and  made  salt  somewhere.  It  is 

possible  however  that  this  was  his  father.

The  earliest  representative  of  our 
branch  of  the  Poston  family  and  probably 
the  only  branch  in  America,  was  John  Poet on 
who  came  from  Scotland  fhis  wife  from  I  to.  •> 
land)  to  Boone  Station,  TCy.  near  Paris  and 
probably  in  Bourbon  County. 

It  was  here  that  Judge  Elias  Poston 
was  born  on  Sept,  r, 1786.  He  was  cradled 
in  a  sugar  trough  and  lived  in  a  block-hous 
which  was  made  of  logs,  widening  from  the 
bottom  to  the  top  to  >eep  the  Indians  from 
crawling  up  the  sides.  It  was  necessary  for 
the  men  to  guard  while  the  women  hoed  the 
garden . 

One  day  Elias  heard  an  Indian  imitat¬ 
ing  a  wild  turkey  call  in  order  to  get 
some  of  the  whites  to  come  out  into  the 
woods  so  that  the  Indian  could  kill  him. 
Some’  one  answered  the  call  while  John 
Poston,  father  of  Elias,  slipped  around 
thru  the  bushes  and  shot  the  Indian.

Charlotte  on  her  death  bed  and  immediately 
written  down  by  her  daughter  Lucy  Ova liman)

Elias  married  first  Nancy- _ .There 

were  3even  children.  His  second  wife  was 
Hester  Farr a  born  March  27,  1786  probably 
in  Kentucky  and  died  ?  22,1863.  There 
ten  children  making  seventeen  in  all  for 
Elias.  He  was  the  first  superior  judge 
at  Hushvilla,  Ind.  and  practiced  medicine
